S. O. 728 (E) .—Whereas the Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (T) of Section 3 read with sub-section (1) of section 4 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 
(11 of 1948), proposes to revise (with effec. from the date of issue of this notification) in consul¬ 
tation with the Advisory Board, the rmnimum rates of wages to the rates as specified in colum 2 
ofths Schedule annexed hereto, in respect of categories of employees employed in Gyspum, Bau¬ 
xite, Barytes and Manganese Mines in the classes of employment specified in the corresponding 
entriesin column 1 of the said Schedule; 

And whereas under clause (b) of sub-section (1) of section 5 of the said Act, the noti¬ 
fication containing the proposalshas to be published for the information of persons likely to be 
affected thereby; 

Now, therefore, the Central G ivernment hereby publishes the proposals contained 
i a this notificafion for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is 
hereby given that the said proposals shall be taken into consideration on or after the expiry of 
fthre manthsfrou, the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 
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Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with respect to the said 
proposals before the period specified above will be considered by the Central Government.

Explanation for the purpose of this notification 

The minimum rates are all inclusive rules including the basic rate, 1 he cost of living allow¬ 
ance and the cash value of concessional supply, if any, of essentia) commodities an well as the 
wages payable for the weekly rest day. 

2. The minimum rates of wages are applicable to employees engaged by contractors also. 

3. The minimum wages for young persons below 18 years of age shall be 70',’,, of the rates pay- 
ble to adult workers of the appropriate category. 

4. (a - ) Unskilled work is one which involves simple opetations requiring little or no skill 
or experience on the job, 

(b) Semi-Skilled work is one which involves some degree of skill or competence required 
through experience on the job and which is capable of being performed under the supervision ot 
guidance of skilled employees, and includes unskilled supervisory work. 

(cl Skilled work is one which involves skill or competence acquired through experience on 
the job or through training as an apprentice or in technical or Vocational institute and the perfor¬ 
mance of which calls for initiative and judgment. 

3, Where the prevailing rates of wages of any employees is higher than the rates notified 
herein, the higher wages shall be treated as the minimum wages applicable for the purposes of this 
notification to such employee.
